Wh en h e went h ome to California after 
being edged ou t in h is try for th e presi­ 
dency last y ear, it was a 10-1 bet h e wou ld 
keep h is h and in by ru nning for gov ernor 
ir. 1962. 
It also was a 10-1 bet th at h e wou ld not 
stick h is neck ou t by ru nning again for presi­ 
dent in 1964. u nless confronted with one of 
th ose situ ations in wh ich h e h ad to go 
th rou gh th e motions for th e sake of th e 
Repu blican party . 
If th e party cou ld find no one else of 
statu re to lead its ticket, it migh t h av e to 
draft Mr. Nix on for a second attempt, th e 
way Democrats drafted Adlai Stev enson in 
1956 In th at ev ent. Mr. Nix on, a loy alist,

Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New York or Sen Barry M Goldwater of 


Arizona, depending on h ow th e party fac­ 


tions are sh aping u p by th at time. 


Becau se th e two leading candidates in Mr. 
Nix on’s absence represent ex tremist factions, 
as th ey did last y ear wh en Mr. Nix on tried 
tc reconcile th eir differences by ru nning as 
a mediator between th em, th e sh owdown in 
1964 will be fu riou s and bloody . Th e nomina­ 
tion migh t be battered and bent bey ond rec­ 
ognition as a th ing of v alu e. 


In 1968, wh en Mr. Nix on will be only 55 
y ears old and Mr. Kennedy will h av e ru n 
ou t h is constitu tional time of two terms, 
if h e makes it in

Th e game statisticians play with employ ­ 
ment and u nemploy ment estimates will get 
sillier month by month as bu siness improv es. 
It will reach a climax of silliness if and 
when bu siness improv ement finally accel­ 
erates the national economy to boomtime 
speed wh ile statisticians still point gloomily 
to an ominou s total of u nemploy men. 
Business at th is moment is good, ev en 
tho ug h u nemploy ment continu es to be bad 
—someth ing like 7 per cent. Th ou gh it h as 
beco me accepted practice to blame au toma­ 
tio n fo r ev ery thing 
th at can’t be ex plained 
o therwise, mu ch mo re than auto matio n must 
be lo o ked at with su spicion in th is instance. 
Th e u nemploy ment figu res are su spect. 
Th e Bu reau of I^bor Statistics does not 
co unt eith er th e emplo y ed or th e u nem­ 
plo y ed; it merely estimates th e totals after 


Sto p , L o o k a n d Ru n ! 


Mrs. Leth a Astry , badly h u rt wh en h it 
by a tru ck as sh e attempted to cross th e 
wide intersection of State and Lincoln Sat­ 
u rday , was not th e first pedestrian v ictim 
at th at dangerou s corner. And. sh e’s not 
apt to be th e last u nless City Cou ncil takes 
some action to insu re better protection. 
Th e News freq u ently h as called atten­ 
tion to th e h azardou s intersection, wh ich 
is th e worst in th e downtown section. We 
h av e 
recommended 
installation 
of 
th e 
“ Walk” signals wh ich once were in opera­ 
tion at th e comer. Some city official au th ­ 
orized th eir remov al sev eral y ears ago and 
since th en th ey h av e been gath ering du st 
and ru st in th e city garage. 
Bu t ev en if City Cou ncil’s safety commit­ 
tee doesn’t fav or th e “ Walk” signals, it 
ou gh t to take some steps th at wou ld giv e 
pedestrians better th an a 50-50 ch ance as 
th ey attempt to cross eith er Lincoln or 
State. 
A good su ggestion h as been made by 
Frank Stoerkel, a dru ggist on th e corner 
wh o h as seen many persons narrowly escape 
being h it. He recommends re-timing th e 
traffic signal ligh t so th at it wou ld h old 
“ red” on fou r sides, th ereby stopping v e­ 
h icu lar traffic and letting pedestrians (wh o 
legally h av e th e righ t of way ) to proceed 
safely . 
Th e idea is sou nd and probably cou ld be 
adapted to oth er downtown street intersec­ 
tions.

Ch ry sler sky scraper in New York, one of 
tallest bu ildings on earth , is being scru bbed 
ou tside for first time in 31 y ears by force of 
10 men. Qu estion: Wh at do th ey do for a cof­ 
fee break? 

How does man scru b­ 
bing 7 7 -story bu ilding from ou tside feel? 
How does h e react to wife’s morning warn­ 
ing "Take care of y ou rself.” Wh at are h er re­ 
actions to h is, “I’m u p on 68 th story ledge 
today and if I’m late getting h ome to dinner 
don’t giv e it a th ou gh t?” 
"I get u sed to it,” one of th e scru bbers told 
u s. "After all ev ery body is u p in th e air th ese 
day s.

“Do y ou get any satisfaction ou t of wash ­ 
ing a sky scraper?” we asked. "Yes. I’m 
nearer th e moon th an most of th em scien­ 
tists and engineers will ev er get. Th e wife 
calls me Gagarin,” h e smiled. 
"Do y ou h av e any fears u p th ere, massag­ 
ing a sky scraper?” we asked. “Don’t be silly . 
How cou ld a man look down on th e scene in 
congested streets below and feel any sense of 
danger in being 77 floors abov e it?” h e re­ 
plied. 
We asked h ow h e got into su ch employ ment. 
“Well, I started on 15-story ' bu ilding as an 
apprentice sponge man, serv ed th ree y ears 
o n building s under 20 stories and was so g o o d 
I got pro mo ted to a 3 0-sto ry 
job. 
I g o t a 5 6 sto ry

taking samplings in scattered places. 
Th is is th e same meth od u sed in compiling 
anoth er statistic of great importance — th a 
index of consu mer prices. Here again th e 
nation’s state of economic h ealth is deter­ 
mined by "projections” based on scattered 
samplings. 


WHO IS u nemploy ed? Was a

Th en to go fu ll circle on folly , it 
cou nts sch oolboy s wh o h old down su mmer 
jobs as part of th e total for employ ment. 
No distinction is made in th is respect or 
in oth ers of similar natu re between first-lin# 
workers and reserv es, part-time workers and 
no-time workers. 
Unemploy ables wh o cou ldn’t h old a job if 
th ey were giv en one 
are considered 
th e 
same as employ ables. Citizens 
wh o 
take 
part-time jobs to earn ex tra 
money 
are 
lu mped with th ose wh o need fu ll-time jobs 
to su pport families. 


THE TRAGEDY of su ch v agu e and de­ 
ceptiv e "statisticating” is th e u se to wh ich 
its resu lts are pu t in politics. 
It will be no cau se for su rprise if one day 
soon, with bu siness on th e edge of breaking 
th e boom barrier, th e same diagnositicians 
wh o periodically h av e told Americans th ey 
were facing su dden economic death ju mp 
ou t of th e woodwork again to scream th at 
all is lost becau se u nemploy ment is two- 
tenth s of one per cent h igh er th an th ey 
th ink it sh ou ld be.

Th u s, for ex ample, wh en 
t h e 
appointment of Joh n A. McCone 
to be h ead of th e Central Intel­ 
ligence Agency to su cceed Allen 
Du lles was annou nced last week, 
emph asis was placed generally on 
th e point th at he had serv ed as 
ch airman of th e Atomic Energy 
Commission u nder President Ei­ 
senh ower. 
Bu t h e also serv ed prev iou sly as 
depu ty to th e secretary 
of de­ 
fense in 19 48 and th en as u nder 
secretary of th e air force du ring 
th e h eigh t of th e Korean War in 
1950 and 1951. 
Th is is v ery important back­ 
grou nd and ex perience for a man 
wh o is ch osen to ru n th e Central 
Intelligence Agency du ring a “cold 
w ar.” 
Looking back to th e Tru man 
administration, one can find of­ 
ficials wh o serv ed in important 
posts th en wh o. by reason of th at 
same ex perience, are appointees 
today of th e Kennedy administra­ 
tion. Sev eral of th em h ardly can 
be classed as activ e Democrats 
ju st becau se th ey serv ed u nder 
a 
Democratic administration. 
Th u s, Dean Ru sk was assistant 
secretary of state for far eastern 
affairs u nder th e Tru man ad­ 
ministration and h eld oth er State 
Department posts from 
19 46 to 
1952 ex cept for a y ear wh en h e 
was a special assistant to th e sec­ 
retary of war bu t h e is not gen­ 
erally 
regarded 
as a 
political 
appointee. 
Th en th ere * Gen. Lu ciu s Clay 
Kennedy ’s special 
representativ e 
wh o, wh en appointed President 
in Berlin recently , was referred 
to th e press as a Repu blican and 
as a friend of President Eisen­ 
h ower. 
It so h appens th at, alth ou gh 
Gen. Clay was a depu ty comman­ 
der u nder Gen. 
Eisenh ower in 
1945 h e also serv ed u nder Presi­ 
dent Tru man as commander - in­ 
ch ief of U.S. forces in Eu rope and 
military gov ernor of 
th e 
U.S. 
Zone in Germany from 1947 to 
1948. 
Again, wh en William C. Foster 
was named th e oth er day as direc­ 
tor of th e new disarmament agen­ 
cy . emph asis was placed on th e 
fact th at h e is a Repu blican. Th e 
ex perience h e h ad u nder th e Tru ­ 
man administration, h owev er, was 
v irtu ally ignored. He serv ed as 
u nder secretary ’ of commerce from 
1946 to 1948 and as administrator 
of th e economic cooperation ad­ 


ministration in 1950 and 1951 and 
as depu ty secretary of defense 
from 1951 to 1953—all th is u nder 
th e Tru man administration. 
Th ere are many oth er officials 
appointed by President Kennedy 
wh o also serv ed u nder President 
Tru man. It may be assu med th at 
th ey h av e been appointed to of­ 
fice by Mr. Kennedy not becau se 
th ey were Democrats, 
bu t be­ 
cau se th ey h av e h ad ex perience 
in gov ernment in particu lar lines. 


HERE ARE SOME of th e men 
President Kennedy h as appointed 
wh o serv ed in th e Tru man ad­ 
ministration: 
Roswell L. Gilpatric. formerly 
assistant secretary and th en u n­ 
der secretary of th e Air Force 
from 1951 to 1953. is today th e 
depu ty secretary of defense. 
Th omas K. Finletter, wh o waj 
secretary of th e Air Force from 
1950 to 1953, is now ambassador 
to NATO. 
Jam es E. Webb, wh o was direc­ 
tor of th e Bu reau of h e Bu dget 
from 1946 to 1949 and th en u nder 
secretary ’ of state from 1949 to 
1952, 
is now 
h ea d 
of 
t h e 
National Space and Aeronau tics 
Administration. 
Pau l Nitze. wh o now is assistant 
secretary of defense in ch arge of 
international secu rity a f f a i r s , 
serv ed in v ariou s capacities u nder 
Democratic administrations begin­ 
ning in 1939 and was director of 
th e policy planning staff of th e 
secretary of state from 1950 to 
1952 u nder President Tru man. 
Eu gene M. Zu ckert. wh o now is 
secretary of th e Air Force, serv ed 
as assistant secretary of th e Air 
Force from 1947 to 1952 and as 
a member of th e Atomic Energy 
Commission from 1952 to 1954. 
Roger Tu bby , wh o was assist­ 
ant press secretary for Mr. Tru ­ 
man at th e Wh ite Hou se from 1950 
to 1952 and h ad serv ed prev iou sly 
as an information officer in oth er 
departments of th e gov ernment, 
now is assistant secretary of state 
for pu blic affairs. 
THERE ARE sev eral oth er men 
wh o were first appointed by Presi­ 
dent Tru man and now h old im­ 
portant posts in th e Kennedy ad­ 
ministration. 
Among 
th em is George Mc- 
C'h ee. wh o is ch airman of th e 
Policy Planning Cou ncil in th e 
State Department bu t wh o serv ed 
in th at department u nder th e Tru ­ 
man administraion as assistant 
secretary for Near Eastern. Sou th 
Asian and African Affairs. 
Also th ere’s Av erell Harriman. 
wh o was secretary of commerce 
u nder President Tru man and is 
now rov ing ambassador. Likewise, 
Dav id K. Bru ce, now ambassador 
to Great Britain, was u nder sec­ 
retary of state from 1949 to 1952 
in th e Tru man administration. 
Wh at does all th is prov e? Th at 
ex perience cou nts in gov ernment 
and a president wh o needs a spe­ 
cialist for a particu lar job doesn’t

The Army technicians made their first 
effort to shoot the Nik e Zeus from 
Point Mugu, Calif. Shortly after 
the missile shot sk y ward it ex ­ 
ploded. 
Although rebuffed repeatedly in 
the past, the Army is k nown to 
be seek ing again to win an allo­ 
cation in nex t y ear’s defense 
budget for starting production of 
long-range items for the Zeus sy s­ 
tem. 
Officials declined to say how 
much money was being sought, 
but it appeared lik ely the request 
might be about $100 million. The 
Army hoped for that amount a 
y ear ago but was turned down. 
In addition to production money , 
the Army is ask ing for about $200 
million in the 1963 fiscal y ear for 
further development work on the 
Zeus, the most advanced U.S. 
antimissile sy stem. This would 
bring to about $1.4 billion the 
amount applied to Zeus research 
and development. 
Testify ing before congressional 
groups earlier this y ear, Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara spok e of “widespread 
doubts as to whether the Nik e 
Zeus sy stem should ever be de­ 
ploy ed.” 
He said then that the sy stem, 
mostly above ground, is vulnera­ 
ble to ballistic missile attack . He 
also indicated he was not con­ 
vinced that the Zeus could work 
effectively against enemy mis­ 
siles screened by decoy s. 
Since then, resumption of Soviet 
nuclear testing has given rise to 
speculation that the Soviets may 
be work ing on an antimissile sy s­ 
tem. 
The Army hopes this develop­ 
ment, plus Soviet threats to build 
a super nuclear bomb with the 
ex plosive power of 100 million 
tons of TNT, may cause defense 
officials to look more favorably 
on the Zeus.

Tribe Begins 
Tough Era 
With McGaha 


CLEVELAND (AP) - The sign­ 
ing of Mel McGaha as manager 
of the Clev eland Indians marks 
the beginning of a new era in 
baseball here. 
Gone is the easy good humor 
of Jimmie Dy kes, who was a 
sy mbol of a slower, happier time. 
McGaha is a y oung, tough leader 
who has a reputation for hitting 
hard.

Veteran Pilot 
Ends4l-Year 
Career Today 


NEW YORK (A P)—Capt. Dick 


Merrill, one of the last of the old- 


time fliers, ends a 41-year career 


of com m ercial piloting today. He 


isn’t giving u p flying, thou gh. 


“ I’d lik e to fly u ntil I ’m 9 0,” 


said the veteran pilot who once 


filled his plane fu ll of table tennis 


balls for a historic two-way hop 


over 
the 
Atlantic—so it wou ld 


float if it wou ldn’t fly. 


“ I get a terrific k ick ou t of it,” 


he added. “ I can pass the physi­ 
cal exam ination for a license ju st 
as well as ever, and I expect to 
spend mu ch m ore tim e in the 
air.” 


At 
67, 
the 
trim , 
erect 
and 
tanned M errill has pu t in some 
37,000 hou rs aloft and has flown 
an estim ated eight million miles. 
It was in 1936 that M errill flew 
singer H arry Richm an across the 
Atlantic and back in a single-en­ 
gine plane loaded with the table 
tennis balls. He said it was the 
first Atlantic rou nd trip by plane. 
In 1937, he m ade another su ch 
hop and term ed it the first com ­ 
m ercial rou nd trip. He carried 
photographs 
of

Hindenbu rg 
airship disaster to England, and 
brou ght 
back p ictu res 
of 
King 
George’s coronation. For that trip 
he received the Harmon trophy 
from 
President 
Frank lin 
D. 
Roosevelt. 
M errill, graying bu t with few 
m ark s of age in his face, ends 
his official piloting career as No. 
2 in seniority for E astern Air 
Lines. He and Gene Brown, who 
is No. 1, flew E astern's first p lane 
34 years ago. It was a mail craft. 
Brown is still with the airline. 
The plane is in the Smithsonian 
Institu tion. 
M errill began his long career 
in 1920 barnstorm ing arou nd the 
cou ntry in an old World W ar I 
Jenny he bou ght for abou t $500. 
In 1935, M errill made a fou r- 
day flight from Kansas City, Mo., 
to the Strait of Magellan near the 
sou thern tip of Sou th America to 
deliver a plane u sed in a search 
for exp lorer Lincoln 
Ellsworth, 
then lost in the antarctic. 
M erill’s last flight before re tir­ 
ing will be on a 550-m.p.h. jet­ 
liner from New York to Miami, 
his home. For the past two years 
he has been a pilot who check s 
on the work of you nger men.
